Judging from p r ic e s of the past 
few months, a fat hog is the o n e 
that is commanding a premium 
and, experts say, will continue to 
do so for some time. 
That is be­ 
cause of the large numbers of un­ 
finished hogs that have been and 
are still being sent to market. 
Using the Chicago hog m arket for 
a day in mid-December, 1924, a 
170 lb. hog brought. $14.10, while a 
265 lb. hog brought $26.55, or a dif­ 
ference of $12.45. 
The average hog raiser knows 
that it t ilces about 400 lbs. of com 
and 40 lbs. of tankage to bring la 
that last IOO lbs. of weight, or In 
dollars and cents, approximately 
$10.00 for the last IOO lbs. in feed 
expense, leaving more than $2.25 
per pig for the additional trouble. 
Shipping weights of hogs are re­ 
flected in the feed crop. 
Last year 
tho corn crop in many sections was 
small and therefore most of the 
hogs s e n t to market ranged around 
the 175 lh. class. 
Unless relative 
m arket prices on either hogs or 
feed are extremely abnormal, it 
pays the raiser to go through with 
his feeding program up to that 
stage where he can secure the 
g r e a t e s t benefit from his efforts 
and the best m arket price for his 
pork.
